Faculty proposal refused, 
board offers counter-plan 


Negotiations have begun between 
the faculty association and the 
district after the board refused the 
Hartnell College Faculty 
Association’s initial proposal. 

Board negotiator Patrick Mahler 
read four pages of the board’s 
counter-proposal document aloud to 
the audience. Mahler said the district 
is unwilling to grant the provision in 
the faculty’s initial proposal, calling 
them “unrealistic.” Mahler said the 
cost increse of the proposal would be 
at least 51 percent, and at most 177 
percent. 

Association president Bill Mounkes 
cdled Mahler’s appraisal of the 
figures “unrealistic. | think that for 
the improvement of education and 
the restoration of communication on 
campus, you (the board) should fire’ 
Mr. Mahler,” as. the board ne- 
gotiator. “This faculty has taken all 
it will take. These games Mr. Mahler 
is playing will not bring about a 
resolution.” 

Mahler said the association 
proposal was unclear. He said when 
Mounkes was asked to explain what 
parts of the proposal meant, “75 to 
100 times the response was ‘I don’t 


Groups crowd 


Members of two citizens groups 
were told that they could leave a 
Hartnell Governing Board meeting. 
After they left, the trustees approved 
a job description that the 
organizations had said they were 
opposed to. 

Trustees kept officials from the 
League of Latin American Citizens 
(LULAC) and the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) waiting for 
nearly 40 minutes Tuesday night. 

The two groups addressed the 
board and a crowd which overflowed 
against walls and into the hallways on 
the subject of the college’s 
Affirmative Action plan. 


Despite the public presentations, 
trustees later on in the meeting 
approved the job description of the 


know what they meant.’ In one 
instance the reply was ‘I haven't got 
the wildest idea. You don’t put those 
kind of proposals in there if you're 
not into game-playing.”’ 


200 sign petitions 


Three new faces and two 
incumbents will take office as 
Hartnell trustees next year, according 
to Tuesday night’s election results. 


Receiving a vote of confidence 
from voters was incumbent Allen 
Caldeira. Caldeira, re-elected to the 
district 5 seat, defeated attorney 
Phyllis Turner for the seat. Caldeira 
collected 7,685 votes or 53.6 percent 
of ballots cast. Turner challenged 
with 46.3 percent of the vote, or 6,652 
ballots. York Gin was appointed to his 
trustee seat after no one filed against 
his candidacy. 

Greeting the board as freshmen 
trustees are John Metzer in district 2; 
Gustavo De La Torre in district 4; and 
Lloyd Lowrey in district 6. 

Metzer, a duck-egg farmer and 
former Hartnell student, 
overwhelmed ‘challenger Susan 
James-Carrasco in the district 2 race. 
Metzer received 9,310 votes to 
Carrasco’s 4,782, 66 and 33.9 percent, 
respectively. 

De La Torre squeaked by Jeremy 
Estabrooks in the race for the district 
4 trustee seat. 

Though Estabrooks withdrew from 
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the race, he collected 48.1 percent of 
the vote, or 6,373 ballots in the 
closest trustee race. De La Torre 
garnered 6,862 votes, or 61.8 percent. 

In a four-way race for the district 6 
seat, Lowrey emerged the victor with 
35.3 percent or 4,858 votes. Former 
Hartnell professor Eugene Whitford 
followed Lowrey with 4,024 votes, or 
29.2 percent. Daniel Collins collected 
26.9 percent of the vote, tallying 
3,713 votes. Trailing the field in the 
race was Thomas Hibert, with 8.4 
percent of the vote, or 1,166 votes. 

The three new governing board 
trustees will join trustees Craig Wiley 
and Bill Bryan on the board. 

Less than 32 percent of the eligible 
voters in the district went to the polls; 
election rolls reported a 31.8 percent 
turn-out. Voters eligible to vote in the 
election totalled 45,911, but only 
14,638 cast ballots. 

Associate dean of special student 
services Jose Madrigal claimed a 
victory in a five-way race for two 
Salinas City School Board seats. 
Madrigal followed .Al Davis (who 
Captured 36.5 percent of the votes, or 
3,810 ballots) with 2,773 votes or 26.6 
percent.

Students protest reassignments 


Two Hartnell students presented 
petitions signed by 200 students to 
the board of trustees Tuesday night; 
requesting the reassignments of three 
instructors to their original class 
schedules for the spring. 


The petitions ask for the 
reassignment of Jerry Kjeldgaard, 
Paul Aschenbrenner and Dan 
Bequette to classes “They had 


originally intended to teach in the 
spring semester of 1980.” The 
petitions also called for the governing 
board to give “an explanation as to 
why these actions (schedule changes) 
have occurred.” 

According to the. petitions, 
Kjeldgaard was reassigned from his 


Affirmative Action coordinator which 
the groups were opposed to. The lone 
“Nay” vote came from trustee Dr. 
James Fassett, who said, “| don’t 
think we should approve the 
description when there has been such 
genuine concern demonstrated by so 
many parties here tonight.” 

Sam Beltran, a member of the 
Affirmative Action program 10 years 
ago told the board that the 
Affirmative Action plan “is not 
complete.” Beltran said the plan 
“does not specify methods for 
implementation.” He also suggested 
that the job description of the 
Affirmative Action coordinator be 
changed: from reporting directly to 
the superintendent-president. 

LULAC representative Roberto 
Melendez cited 5 cases where 
minority teachers had. been 


normal psychology classes to five 
business math classes. With 
Kjeldgaard’s reassignment, 
Aschenbrenner was assigned two of 
Kjeldgaard’s Psychology 41 classes. 
The move would bump 
Aschenbrenner from his Commons 
and Utopias class and either 
Community Development or Mexican 
History. 

With Kjeldgaard’s admission to the 
business department, Bequette was 
removed from two of his originally 
scheduled business math classes. 

Among the reasons cited on the 


petition against the class 
reassignments are: 
--students may have to wait 


terminated by the college before 
reaching tenure as an example of 
what he called “The revolving door 
policy.” 

Melendez said the group is 
“vehemently opposed to the job 
description of the Affirmative Action 
office as it now stands.” 

The LULAC representative said the 
college has adopted an unofficial 
policy of ‘“Stonewalling, non- 
compliance and benign neglect” in 
regard to the plan. 

Salinas branch of the NAACP 
representative David Powell said the 
organization was ‘greatly grieved 
that Hartnell has not adopted an 
effective Affirmative Action 
program.” He said the group wants 
Hartnell to “remain a great institution 
and utilize an effective program. 

In response to the presentation,

Regina Costa, who presented the 
petition at the meeting, asked the 
governing board to address the issue 
before the printing of final spring 
schedules. Dean of instruction Larry 
Elder said the schedules will be 
adopted the first week of December. 


meeting to express disapproval of plan 


superintendent-president Dr. Gibb R. 
Madsen said “affirmative action has 
happened here (at Hartnell) in many 
respects.” But he agreed that the 
college “has not achieved the goals 
of the administration and board.” 


Trustee James Schwefel said he 
“wanted the public to understand 
that the board has encouraged 
participation” in the decision-making 
process of the board. “The public 
bears a responsibility as well” for the 
unhappiness over the college’s 
Affirmative Action plan. Schwefel 
added that for further board 
discussion on the plan “we expect 
you people to be here because you 
haven't been here before.” 

Hartnell College Faculty 
Association president Bill Mounkes 
countered, “these groups can’t be 
around when these people are fired.”

How. does. collective bargaining 
community college students? 

Jim Canaday, student representative to the 
Hartnell College Governing Board: 

“In the past, teachers have really been treated as 
second class citizens. Collective bargaining was 
introduced to try to end that. » unfortunately, it 
has put teachers in a position in which they seem 
more uncertain of their position with the 
administration. . .. Students lose in the end because 
teachers are unable to get a feeling of acceptance-- 
they capnot teach with confidence. . .. Working

conditions directly affect students. . .. Students are 


the consumers of education. Students need to act 
as consumer groups or consumer 
advocates.’”” Collective bargaining plays an 
integral role in the governance of any institution. It 
affects working conditions, which in turn affects 
staff morale, which in turn affects a teacher’s 
performance in the classroom. The negotiation 
process also has an impact on the relationship 
between faculty and administration. If that 
relationship is an adverse one, favoritism can 
result. Decisions which are made out of spite and 
malice have a diverse effect on students. 

Bill Mounkes, Hartnell College Faculty 
Association President: “Based on decisions that 
have been made since the union was recognized, 
there are indications that it will have an adverse 
impact on students in this district. . .. Students 
should become involved as much as possible. It is 
difficult for them to become involved because they 
have no legal role in the process. The legislators 
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who wrote this totally neglected students.” 


While faculty contract negotiations are in 
progress, many issues cannot be discussed in open 
board meetings because they are “negotiable.” 
Board members then make uninformed decisiens 
which affect educational quality, thus affecting the 
consumers of that education--the students. 


Victor Willits, Hartnell College ‘Dean. of 
students: “Direct effects? probably few if any of 
collective bargaining per se. There are some 
indirect effects--obviously, the amount of time, 
energy and resources that collective bargaining 
forces the district and faculty to expend. That is a 
potential, indirect effect. ... | would question 
what would be the significance of student input in 
the organization of the institution. .. .Much of the 
governance of the institution deals with the 
relationship it has with its employees. . . - think 
collective bargaining will result in a better 
managed institution.” 

Management. Labor. This has become the 
predominant scenario in many California 
community colleges. Where does this leave the 
students? Increasingly, the people who are the 
reason for the institution’s very existence are being 
treated like so much factory fodder. The conveyor- 
belt syndrome has become all too common. When 
those participating in the collective bargaining 
process’ see only the business aspect of an 
educational institution, students are dehumanized. 
They are diminished to mere statistics. Statistics do 
not speak for themselves. They speak for

whomever is interpreting them at any given 
moment. Who will speak for students at the 
negotiating table? 


The community college education that students 
receive will greatly affect their futures. Healthy 
interaction between students and teachers 
stimulates the learning process. This can only be 
achieved in a healthy atmosphere, in which all 
parties have a voice. 

In order for students to assume their rightful 
position as consumer advocates of quality 
education, they must have that voice. Since they 
are not written into the process, they must create 
their own niche in the system. 


In order for this to be accomplished, a student 
class consciousness needs to be established. 
Students have to realize that what happens at the 
negotiating table and then the board room does 
affect them. They have to be aware of the fact that 
what occurs behind the scenes affects them as 
individuals; and that, as all individual students are 
affected, they can. and should work together to 
form an identity as students so that they can 
collectively influence decisions that have an 
impact on their education. 

Student journalists play an important role in 
increasing student awareness. 

The ever increasing function of the newsprint 
media is to provide the why of'a story. It is up to 
the student journalist to tell students why ‘their 
classes were cut, why a particular subject can’t be 
discussed in a board meeting.
